“Suicide by poisoning’’ was the ver­ 
dict returned by a coroner’s jury at 
the inquest into the death of Mrs. 
Kathryn C. Klunk, 
of 
Centennial, 
held in Hanover, Tuesday evening, by 
Dr. L. U. Zech, 
coroner for York 
county. 
Dr. K. A. Miller, Adams county 
coroner; State Trooper C. B. Robenolt 
and Detective Charles H. Wilson, all 
of Gettysburg, attended the inquest 
which was held at a Hanover under­ 
taking establishment. 
Mrs. Klunk, a widow, died at the 
Hanover General 
hospital, Tuesday 
morning, half an hour after she was 
admitted. 
Alleged louver T w tifie. 
From testimony adduced at the in­ 
quest, Mrs. Klunk drank the poison 
in the office of her cigar-*making plant 
at Centennial after a quarrel with Ed­ 
ward C. Sterner, Hanover, who is said 
to have been the woman’s paramour 
for several years. 
According to Sterner’s testimony, 
he visited Mrs. Klunk at tjcr home 
Monday evening and left her at 2:30 
o’clock, Tuesday morning, after a dis­ 
pute regarding an automobile 
they 
owned jointly. 
In the course of the 
dispute, which was described by the 
witness as 
slight, the couple 
con­ 
sumed a ouart of whiskey, Sterner, 
a married man, said. 
Follow cd Him Home 
Mrs. Klunk follower! Sterner to his 
home in her automobile, the witness 
added, and called to him as he was 
putting his car in his garage; “You 
can't leave me without saying good­ 
bye.” 
He bid her goodbye, he said, 
and she drove off in the direction of 
her home. 
A v she drove away, he asked her 
about a m eeting the following even­ 
ing, to which she answered, “If I’m 
th ere” 
Mr*. Klunk 
apparently 
drank a 
quantity of poison shortly afterward, 
a** hhe was in an unconscious condition 
whim her step-son, Earl J. Klunk, 
found her lying on the floor of the 
office of 
their cigar 
factory at f» 
o’clock, 
Dr. George L. Rice, 
McSherrys­ 
town, was summoned, he testified, and 
found the woman in a dying condition, 
with a drinking gla*s smelling strong­ 
ly of a deadly poison by her side. 
He summoned Dr. H. F. Cocker, Han­ 
over, and 
Mrs. 
Klunk 
was 
taken 
to the Hanover General hospital in * 
the ambulance. 
Finds Liquor 
State Trooper Robenolt, in his testi­ 
mony, said that he had talked w’ith 
Sterner and Mrs. Klunk’s step-son. 
and had been told the facts as given 
in previous testimony. 
He found two 
cases of liquor, he said, and this was 
confiscated. 
Dr. R. L. Ellis, York, wdio per­ 
formed the post-mortem examination, 
said that his work revealed “unques­ 
tionable evidence of poisoning.”

Fleet Of Boats Scours 
Seas In Hope Of 
Rescuing French 
Aviators; Scant 
Hope Held.

In his nam e “ the Suprem e Congre­ 
gation of the Sacred Office” has sent 
to bishops throughout the world a

w ar against 
“ novels, short stories, dram as, come­ 
dies and pictures 
favoring 
sensual 
passions and a certain type of lascivi­ 
ous mysticism which are now increas­ 
ing in incredible fashion and which 
every day are gaining g reater circula­ 
tion.” 
The Pope’s new instructions express 
a threefold purpose: ( I ) To denounce 
the danger, especially to youth, of im­ 
moral books which,dxicause of modern
